Court Denies Request 
To Cancel Plans For 
Widening County Road 

A request that plans to widen 
Whipps Mill Road between U.S. 
60 and LaGrange Road to 60 feet 
be cancelled was turned down 
Wednesday by Jefferson Fiscal 
Court. 

The request came in form of 
a letter from Herbert C. Howard, 
attorney representing 25 property 
owners along the section involv- 
ed. It stated that the proposed 
widening would make the stretch 
a thoroughfare and therefore re- 
duce property values. 

County Judge Bertram C. Van 
Arsdale said rights-of-way are 
being acquired and it was too 
late to change plans. The state 
intends to relocate and improve 
the road next year. Howard sug- 
gested that LaGrange Road which 
leaves U.S. 60 about a mile west 
of the Whipps Mill juncture with 
Highway 60 to be relocated and 
widened instead. 

Fiscal Court members pointed 
out that growth of subdivisions 
to be served by the widened 
Whipps Mill Road section as well 
as need of school busses make 
the project necessary. At the 
same time, it was pointed out, 
relocation and widening of La- 
Grange Road is becoming neces- 
iry. 

It was reported- that the Lyn- 
don MerchantaFAssociatlon has 
joined the fpit to cancel the 
present Whipps Mill Road plans. 
The same request will be pre- 
sented at the next county Peo- 
ple's Day session November IS. 

John E. Stout, attorney for the 
association, said the association

merchants claim widening 
Whipps Mill Road will divert 
traffic from LaGrange Road and 
members considerable con- 
r trade.

In another matter, the court 
voted to share the cost with Bul- 
litt County in constructing a new 
bridge over Pond Creek at Kath- 
erine Station Road near West 
Point. The bridge was condemn- 
ed by the state five years ago, but 
is still being used, County Road 
Engineer W. Price Lane said. A 
limit of $15,000 as the county's 
share of the cost was specified.

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HELP SCIENCE FIGHT PARALYSIS NOW 

The evidence now seems to be conclusive that paralysis 
from polio is under control, to an appreciable degree, if 
the proper steps are taken in time. Medical science has 
scored another victory in combating this dread disease. 

But, while the victory may be won in the battle to 
find a fairly effective cure, the battle is still on, and the 
threat more or less imminent as concerns the individual 
effort to apply the preventive. And that is only another 
evidence of the fact that this life is a fight in every phase 
of its existence. 

It has been brought to light in the fight against polio 
that the term "infantile paralysis" is a misnomer. Surely 
children need the protection afforded by vaccine, but par- 
ents need it as well, and for the same purpose, since the 
greatest need of the child is the parents' love and protec- 
tion. Adults under 36 years old may become immunized 
by taking the vaccine shots. In recent years, polio has 
been striking more frequently at adults, and hitting harder 
than at children. , 

The exte/t of human damage in 1957 from this cause 
depends on /how many act now to protect themselves and 
their families. It requires eight months for spacing prop- 
erly the vaccine shots required for maximum protection. 
Right now is the time to start in order to have time to 
complete the series of three shots before next year's warm 
weather brings another uptrend of the disease. 

It is recommended by medical authorities that the sec- 
ond shot be given four to six weeks after the first, to be 
followed by the third seven months later. Those who have 
already started should get the remaining shots according 
to schedule.

"WHAT WERE THEY LIKE" 



In my teaching of American 
literature I try very had to get 
my students to see what our an- 
rs were like. As time goes 
by, that becomes a harder and 
harder job, for we are losing 
rapidly many of the evidences 
that our ancestors were , alive 
us and that their ways of 
vcre not as different as they 
they sound in books. One of the 
poems in which the author has 
tried to place the Pilgrims as 
people very much alive is Long- 
fellow's "The Courtship of Miles 
Standish." 

The poet, and most of his con- 
temporaries, had come to regard 
all the Pilgrims as plaster saints, 
as people all-good, all-wise. With 
the advantage of being a de- 
scendant of John Alden and pris- 
cilla, Longfellow tried to present 
their romance in the strange new 
world as humanly as possible. I 
am sure that many of the staid 
New Englanders were somewhat 
shooked by this frank treatment 
of the people who had died long, 
long ago. 

This very effort on the part of 
the poet, however, makes the 
poem one of his best, one of the 
most unified poems in our litera- 
ture. Though lacking in the 
dream-world phantasy of "Evan- 
geline," a poem that is full of 
heartbreaks, it seems to deal with 
people who were strangely like 
us. Miles Standish and his hot 
temper, Priscilla and her rather 
modern attitude toward John 
("Why don't you speak for your- 
self. John?") . and Alden the 
lover, young and romantic in 
spite of the long, hard winter 
and its devastating plague — we 
almost feel as if we had been 
there. 

In general, however, poets and 
many historians leave us feeling 
that earlier generations were so 
far removed from us that we are 
of another race; some even make 
us feel that we are degenerate 
sons and daughters of a heroic 
race that will never again rise 
to such heights. 

A strong sense for history soon 
makes any of us realize that our 
ancestors were almost comically 
like us. Discounting the slogans 
of the time, the religious or social 
political or economic ideas 
t were fashionable, we soon 
find that Great-grandpa was a 
likeable chap, a bit too high- 
tempered in his attitudes toward 
i of our sacred cows, a bull- 
headed fellow who was not afraid, 
dangerous times, to say his 



say. He did not have many earth- 
ly possessions, he did not have 
much formal education, he cut a 
rather small figure in society, but 
he had a local reputation for rug- 
ged honesty, for plain-spoken- 
ness, for tolerance in times when 
it was unfashionable to be tol- 
erant. 

He seemed a very plain man, 
almost negligible in his day; but 
somehow his small stature, phys- 
ical and social, grows as the 
years pass by. To stand for what 
he believed was right when it 
was dangerous to express 
opinion, to use no tact 
saying what he thought, 
dare his neighbors of another 
faith in politics and religion to 
do anything about it — my, that 
was no easy task for anybody, 
especially a back-country man 
who was expected to agree with 
his betters. 

Who persecuted him? Who 
wished him dead but lacked the 
nerve to kill him? Who lost no 
opportunity to belittle him? They 
and he are alike dead, most of 
them buried in some remote fam- 
ily or neighborhood graveyard 
in unmarked graves; but there is 
a satisfaction in knowing that the 
old fellow fought a good fight 
and kept the faith, in spite of 
dangers that would have daunted 
a bigger or younger man. 

Unfortunately, the few surviv- 
ing tintypes of the old man show 
him as a dour-looking Scotchman, 
certainly not handsome, not pho- 
togenic by anybody's standards, 
a rugged, knotty little man, be- 
whiskered and with unruly hair, 
like many of his descendants. His 
strange dress, his rugged face and 
head, and his stiffness in the old 
tin-type make him seem a very 
inconsequential fellow. Most of 
us would pass him by if we met 
him on the street, just as prob- 
ably many a contemporary did. 

But people of all kinds — de- 
scendants of his former friends 
and his former enemies — still 
know his name, still tell of his 
dare-devil championing what 
believed to be right. Ten years 
older than Abraham Lincoln, he 
lived to within a year of my 
birth. I wish he couW have lived 
long enough for me to see him 
and know him. Somehow, the 
greatest compliment I have ever 
had is that I seem, three gener- 
nations later, to be most like him 
of all his numerous descendants, 
even though many of the older 
people who knew him add, "He 
was the ugliest man in Callaway 
County."

When people become careless 
or neglectful of the privilege of 
voting for the governmental 
principles and the candidates of 
their choice they are creating a 
danger to the very existence of 
this basic freedom.

And they 
must face this fact: The smaller 
the group that rises to dominant 
political power, the greater the 
danger of government becoming 
dictatorial and freedom being 

Czechoslovakia refugee 
e a letter to the Christian 
Science Monitor which said in 
part: "You can't take freedom 
for granted.

They'd soon put an end to that! 
So what happened at the polls? 
There the voters were confront- 
ed with the lists of these coal- 
ition candidates (Communists), 
and their choice was limited to 
voting for or against them. 

"As one of the voters in 
Prague that day, who was not 
blinded by Communist bluffs, I 
went to the polling booth, deter- 
mined to cast a white ballot (NO) 
le government coalition. Like 
ons of others, I did not do 
had planned, and I returned 
home an hour later, discouraged, 
miserable and ashamed — hav- 
ing cast another vote for the 
hated dictatorship. 

Minority Rule 
'My reason for doing so was 
it — fear of what consequences 
voicing my disapproval might 
have on me, on my friends and 
relatives. For the Communists 
were so determined to make the 
election a demonstration of their 
superiority — they stopped 
at nothing to accomplish this aim. 
Slogans in the building where 
the election took place made this 
only too clear: ONLY 
TRAITOR WILL VOTE 
AGAINST THE GOVERNMENT. 
WE WILL KNOW HOW TO 
DEAL WITH THE ENEMIES OF 
THE PEOPLE. 

The election itself was a farce 
as far as any secrecy was con- 
cerned. Each voter was given 
ballots — the government 
one was yellow, listing the can- 
didates in black print; the other 
white with a black X signi- 
fying 'No.' The elector's duty 
consisted of putting one of these 
pieces of paper into an envelope 
and then into the ballot box, and 
throwing the other away. The 
different-colored paper made it 
extremely easy for anyc 
at the othe rend of the 
tell how one had voted. 
Can Hap 
'As the last vestige of former 
free elections, a screen was pro- 
vided at the* far end of the room 
for those who dared use it in 
order to vote secret-ly, but an- 
other poster on the wall said 
ominously: ONLY THOSE 
ASHAMED OF THE WAY THEY 
VOTE NEED TO HIDE BEHIND 
A SCREEN. But even the few 
who perhaps used the screen did 
not achieve their aim of secrecy, 
because, as an additional check, 
an official stood at the door with 
a waste paper basket into which 
the discarded ballot had to be 
thrown. Needless to say the waste 
basket contained only white pa- 
per. 

"What can happen in one nation 
can be repeated in another, and 
those who today do not heed the 
democratic slogan, VOTE AS 
YOU LIKE, BUT VOTE, may be 
subjected to ones which they will 
much less . . . You can best 
preserve your democratic liber- 
ties, ,if, as an alert citizenry, you 
regularly exercise your demo- 
cratic right to vote. If you don't 
you may find yourself left, as we 
Cezchs did, with only the hollow 
shell of this supposedly inalien- 
able right . . ." Yes, voting and 
voteing intelligently is our safe- 
guard of freedom.

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Suffering for Us

IN THE days, when a running man 
* could overtake a carriage that 
was in no hurry, a Christian man 
named Philip was led to run up 
close to a very handsome carriage 
—they called it a chariot-in which 
sat a man reading aloud to him- 
self. Something about the way he 
was reading 
made Philip, now 
Jogging along be- 
side the carriage, 
ask the rider a 
question. For the 
man was reading 
•loud from a book 
which is no doubt 
owned by every 
reader of this col- 
umn, a book Dr. Foreman 
which tp this very day outsells all 
others, every month of every year: 
the Bible. Philip didn't ask the 
man where he got the book, or 
what he thought of It, much less 
what the book was. Philip asked, 
"Do you understand what you are 
reading?" The distinguished stran- 
ger admitted he did not. But he 
was so eager to find out that he 
invited this unknown pedestrian to 
ride with him. He was reading a 
chapter from Isaiah, the very 
same one that is our lesson scrip- 
ture this week. It is all about "my 
servant." that is, God's servant. 
But who is this servant? The 
prophet himself, or somebody else? 
Could Philip please explain? 

A Prtihtt Smi Christ 

The book is 25 centuries old, the 
story of Philip about 19 centuries 
•go; but that chapter is still a fa- 
vorite with Christians. The Church 
today gives essentially the same 
answer Philip gave: this is a 
prophecy about Jesus. Even those 
Christians who doubt whether the 
prophet originally set out to de- 
scribe the historic Jesus of Naza- 
reth agree that the picture fits 
Jesus remarkably well. Most of 
the Christian church says not only 
that, but Jesus is the only person 
the description does fit remark- 
ably well. It is a fair question: 
Would the first Christians, such as 
Philip, have thought this to be a 
prophecy of Christ if Jesus had 
never thought so himself? Arc we 
to say that Jesus was less bright 
than his followers? The beauty 
and power of this great chapter 
from Isaiah do not come from ac- 
curacy in details; it is pretty diffi- 
cult to make all the details match 
exactly the facts of Jesus' life. 
Nevertheless this chapter is more 
than beautiful in language and 
thought; it is powerful in giving 
us, in a few sentences, the central 
spirit and underlying intention of 
Jesus' life. It is this: What he en- 
dured and suffered, in life and in 
death, he suffered and endured 
not for himself alone but for oth- 

Imls of Sufltring 

Suffering can be undergone on 
different levels, as it were. At 
lowest level there is mere pain, 
the kind known by animals. The 
beast does not think about it, ani- 
mals around him do not; he simply 
suffers. At the next level there is 
pain suffered and resented, by hu- 
man beings. Above this is pain 
which is suffered bravely, even de- 
fiantly, by a stoic ("I am the cap- 
tain of my soul"). Above this again 
is pain which is borne with resig- 
nation not because it is necessary, 
but because God wills it. On a still 
higher level is suffering which is 
offered to God as a sacrifice— all 
the sufferer may have to give. As 
high as this, if not higher, is suf- 
fering which is undergone for the 
sake of others, as a mother tor her 
child. The suffering of Christ, the 
church believes, is on a plane even 
higher than all these, though it is 



The tragedy of Jesus, taken as 
a human tragedy alono, is sadden- 
ing. "To what purpose was all this 
waste?"— we ask Judas' old ques- 
tion as the alabaster box- pours 
forth its treasure. If we remember 
that this was not only a man but 
God, undergoing this tragic dark- 
ness shot with "lightning of his 
pain," we can understand a little 
better (but dimly, for the opaque- 
ness of our selfish minds) what the 
suffering of Jesus meant and 
means. It was for us; he bore our 
griefs and carried our sorrows; he 
made himself an offering for sin. 
You remember the girl who said 
to her older sister: "Oh, some- 
' times I wish I could take all the 
miseries of the world and put them 
on my shoulders 1"

Farm workers were originally 
covered under social security 
with the 1950 amendments. Eligi- 
bility, however, was restricted to 
those workers who met rather 
strict and complicated regularity 
of work tests. The 1954 amend-

ments changed this by removing 
the regularity of work restriction. 
It was replaced by a cash wages 
test. Thus, if a farm worker was 
paid SI 00 cash wages in a year, 
by any one farm employer, his 
earnings were creditable for so- 
cial security purposes. 

This year, a further change has 
been made in the coverage test 
for farm employees. Under an 



amendment, which will become 
effective beginning in 1957, work 
will count towards social security 
benefits if the worker meets eith- 
er of two conditions. (1) If the 
farm employer pays him $150 or 
more in cash during the year; (2) 
If he does farm work for an em- 
ployer on 20 or more days during 
a year for cash pay figured on a 
time basis (that is. on some unit 
of time such as hour, day or 
week), rather than on a piece- 
rate basis. 

For the SI 50 a year test, bc.'h 
piece-rate pay and pay based on 
unit of time count and the total 
number of days worked does not 
matter. For the 20 day test, the 
total amount of cash pay is not I 
■ consideration so long as farm I 
work is done for one employer 



4-H Achievements 
To Be Recognized

812, and meal planning, baking 
and food selection. 11,793. 

In addition to individual pro- 
jects, club members engaged in 
many allied phases of the pro- 
gram. About 5,000 club members 
attended one of the 28 4-H camp 
periods the past summer and 
1.200 boys and girls attended 4-H 
Club Week at the University of 
Kentucky. 

At the Kentucky State Fair, 
4-H'ers had approximately 3,500 
farming and homemaking exhib- 
its; 47 counties had dairy cat- 
tle judging teams; 28 counties, 
meat animal judging teams, and 
20, poultry teams .Thirty mem- 
bers attended the national meet- 
ing of the American Institute of 
Cooperation at North Carolina 
State College, and 28 members, 
the National 4-H Club Congress 
i Chicago. 

Four-H'ers also took part 
l national contests in poultry, 
leat animal and dairying.

A Challenge to Kentucky Lead- 
ers. Last month 54 Kentucky 
bankers, industrialists and just 
plain people like me visited the 
U. S. Forest Products Laboratory 
at Madison, Wisconsin. There wt 
saw timber of all kinds — good 
poor, being utilized for many dif- 
ferent finished products. We werf 
impressed with the possibilities 
for wood-using plants here ir 
Kentucky where there are 11 mil- 
lion acres of forest land. 

A sound wood-using industry 
differs from the lumber industry 
in that the former uses all the 
products of the forests wisely 
for paper, corrugated cardboard, 
particle-board, charcoal, chemi- 
cals and for other things to which 
wood is adapted, while the latter 
uses only the products that can 
be sawed into lumber of various 
dimensions. Our present 
have resulted in the harvest of 
our best trees, leaving the present 
ones for reproduction, until 
our forests are composed largely 
of low quality trees. The men 
who visited the Madison Labora- 
tories got new visions of the, pos- 
sibilities of utilizing our forest 
products and, as a result, there 
will be renewed efforts to de- 
velope a more diversified indus- 
try.

Many a farm dog still leads a 
dog's life" when it comes to the 
rations he gets to eat. The scien- 
tific feeding practices of his mas- 
ter often don't extend to the 
hungry dog, who must eat scraps 
from the kitchen, or other leav- 
ings tossed to him. 

An experiment conducted by 
the Ralston Purina Company 
shows that dogs are not born to 
be scavengers and cannot subsist 
in good health on meat scraps 
alone. To get first hand informa- 
tion on meat as a sole diet for 
dogs, three pairs of dogs were 
placed on a feeding test. Each 
pair consisted of litter mates.
